went bask to Hasetvill© sssd soon afterwards left for 
Abl&ville* 

3Sear Gondrecouri we built a lot of eant©» 
meats here for an Artillery Sohool snd the last of 
Ost» we left for the front at Valleey* We stayed h$r<s 
throe weeks w©r&ing at night digging trcnefc©s 0 put« 
ting up bsrbw&re and in other words getting used t© 
trench life* The mud here was theoworst I hare ever 
seen* we wer® billeted about three miles from the 
front line and the mud was about knee deep*. It would 
take us about two hours to walls out or baoko The 
nights were vssry dark most of the time and we would 
go single file keeping one hand on anothers belt t© 
&eep togeather« We worked with a eraeSc oompany of 
S'reneh Engineers one night© The mud was so sticky 
that wo eould not use our shovels at alL So we had 
to dig it loo Be and throw it out with our hands«?he 
French had their shovels greeted so the mud did not 
stick much to them« We held our own anyhow and the 
next night we worked with greased ©hovels also*

one night and Just as we got it (Cant.).
